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House Slices Farm Bill $300 Million 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House slashed $300 


million Iff the cost of a rural economic emergency 
farm bill Wednesday night and crushed a 
Kepublican-backed compromise on key crop price 
. supports.

The House then adjourned after a long day's 


debate on the controversial farm legislation, 
leaving its final decisions for Thursday, when a dis- 
puted section on dairy supports is due for action. 


At the end of an opening series of votes, the cost 


estimated for the bill was cut to $582 million, com- 
pared with the $882-million figured for the version 
recommended to the House by its Agriculture Com- 
mittee.

The $300-million cut in the «ost came on a 321-97 


vote as the House voted to set the government- 
guaranteed target price of cotton at 45 cents a 
pound, up from present law's 38 cents, and to boost 
the cotton loan level to 38 cents a pound, compared 
with the existing 34 cents. 


The Agriculture Committee had recommended a 


48-cent-per-pound cotton target price and a 40-cent- 
per-pound cotton loan level. 


A target price is a government guarantee to the 


producer of a product — meaning that if the free 
market price for a commodity falls below the law's 
fixed target price, the governyfCht wffiflfi liake

the difference with direct payments to the' 
producer. 


The loan level is the amount which a fanner can 


borrow from the government using the crops as 
security. 


By 306 to 105, the House rejected a Republican- 


sportsored compromise which would set target 
prices as $1.68 a bushel for corn and other feed 
grains; at $2.51 a bushel for wheat; and at 44 cents 
a pound for cotton, while setting a corn and feed 
grains loan level of $1.34 a bushel and a wheat loan 
level of $1.67.a bushel.

Earlier, by 260 to 159, the House rejected an 


amendment to leave cotton's target price at 38 
cents a pound and loan level at 34 cents a pound. 
An attempt to set a minimum target price for 
wheat at $2.42 a bushel was defeated, 56 to 52. 


The Ford administration maintains that the bill, 


which is designed to boost farm price supports on 
key crops and milk, would be costly to consumers 
and could lead to surplus production at taxpayer 
expense.

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Parochial Handicapped May Benefit

Local school districts may 


offer special classes for han- 
dicapped students in private 
schools, Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas 
said in an opinion obtained by 
The Star Wednesday. 


The opinion carries particular 


significance for the Lincoln 
Public School District, since 
thus far the district has refused 
to offer special education 
programs in Lincoln parochial 
and private schools under a law 
funded by the 1974 Legislature.

Catholic schools, said he hopes 
the opinion means special 
programs for the handicapped 
cafl begin soon in Lincoln 
parochial schools. 


Constitutional Question 


In the past, school district of- 


ficials have contended it would 
violate the state constitution's 
separation of church and state to 
offer LB403 services in private 
schools. 


Consequently, private school 


students with learning handicaps 
have had to go to the public 
schools if they wanted the state's 
special education program. 


A school district official said 


Wednesday 38 private school 
students are presently enrolled, 
in special education programs in 
the Lincoln Public Schools. 


Father Dawson said there are 


2,357 students in Lincoln 
parochial schools; he said he did 
not know how many of them 
might need special education 
programs. 


Statewide, roughly 1% of 


public school students are 
enrolled in the new special 
education program. Assuming 
the incidence of learning han- 
dicaps is the same in Lincoln 
parochial schools, it would mean 
roughly 16ft students will need 


special education programs in 
their schools. 


Precedent Cited 


In the opinion. Asst. Atty. 


Gen. Harold Mosher cited the 
Hartington School case as a 
precedent for the public school 
'district's leasing space in private 
schools. 


"It is settled law that school 


districts may lease a classroom 
in a private school building ... 
Consequently, it would appear 
that the board of education of a 
public school district may offer 
the therapeutic 
programs 


enumerated (in law) in a leased 
classroom in a private school 
building. 


"It does not, however, have an 


unqualified duty to do so," 
Mosher wrote. 


Father Dawson said the leased 


classroom concept is not new. 
He noted that public schools are 
now offering reading disability 
courses under the federal Title I 
program in Blessed Sacrament, 


Sacred Heart and St. Mary's 
parochial schools in Lincoln. 


Reports Unconfirmed 


According to unconfirmed 


reports, other school districts in 
the state are offering special 
education programs in parochial 
schools under the state's special 
education law. State Education 
Commissioner Anne Campbell, 
who requested the opinion, said 
she does not know if any school 
districts are providing LB403 
programs in parochial schools. 


Father Dawson said the stare 


law speaks of providing the 
educational services in the "best 
possible way." To him, he said, 
that means in the private school 
classroom. 


Parents of parochial school 


students generally have refused 
to enroll their children in public 
schools for special courses 
because of problems it has 
created, he said. 


"Often it compounds the 


problem by making the student 
who already has some handicap 
leave the school where he feels 
secure go to another unfamiliar 
school." Father Dawson said. • 


Father Dawson said the Lin- 


coln parochial schools are doing 
all they can within their budgets 
to provide services for han- 
dicapped students. But, he said, 
there are services available un- 
der LB403 the parochial schools 
cannot provide. 


'Had Its Problems' 


In the past, Dawson said, "We 


didn't want to bring a lot of 
pressure to bear on the state and 
the school district because the 
program was just getting started 
and had its problems. 


"My feeling is the Lincoln 


Public Schools will provide the 
services." Father Dawson said. 


He added he would hate to see 


the district put off any special 
education 
programs in the 


parochial schools until the fall 
term of 1975.

Phillips, Five Other Refiners Indicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Phillips Petroleum 


Co. and five other oir refiners were indicted 
Wednesday on federal charges pi conspiring to 
raise and fix wholesale gasoline prices in five 
Western states from mid-1970 through 1971. 


The indictment, returned by a grand jury in U.S. 


District Court in Los Angeles, accused the com- 
panies of suppressing price competition and 
depriving customers of the benefit of a free 
market. 


The Justice Department leveled similar 


allegations against the refiners in a companion civil 
suit seeking a permanent injunction prohibiting 
any future price-fixing scheme. 


Along with Phillips, based in Bartlesville, Okla., 


the defendants are Douglas Oil Co. of Costa Mesa, 
Calif., a wholly owned subsidiary of Continental Oil

Corp. of Houston; Powerine Oil Co. of Santa Fe 
Springs, Calif.; Fletcher Oil & Refining Co. of 
Wilmington, Calif.; Golden Eagle Refining Co. Inc. 
of Los Angeles, a wholly owned subsidiary of 
Ultramar Co. Ltd. of London; and MacMillan Ring- 
Free Co. Inc. of New York. City. 


The indictment and lawsuit involved the sale of 


gasoline in California, Oregon, Washington, Nevada 
and Arizona from at least July 1970 through 1971, 


The fuel involved is commonly referred to as 


"rebrand" gasoline because it is ultimately sold at 
retail stations under a trade mark or brand name 
which is not controlled by the refiner. 


The department said the six companies sold 


more than $90 million worth of gasoline at 
wholesale in the five states in 1970. 


The civil and criminal complaints said "various 


other corporations, firms and individuals" were co- 
conspirators, though not named as defendants. 
They were not identified. 


The alleged conspiracy "has consisted of a con- 


tinuing agreement, understanding and concert of 
action among the defendants and co-conspirators, 
the substantial terms of which nave been to in- 
crease, fix, stabilize and maintain the price of 
rebrand gasoline," the complaints said. 


The effect has been to raise prices to artificially 


high levels, the government charged. 


"Customers buying rebrand gasoline have aeen 


deprived of the opportunity to buy rebrand gas- 
oline in a free and unrestricted market," the com- 
plaints asserted. 


Each company faces a maximum penalty of a 


150,000 fine if convicted on the criminal charge.

District Co u rt in Lo s Angeles, accu sed the co m­ 
p anies o f su p p ressing p rice co mp etitio n and 
dep riv ing cu sto mers o f the benefit o f a free 
m arket.

Wilmingto n, Calif.; Go lden Eagle Refining Co . Inc. 
o f Lo s Angeles, a who lly o wned su bsidiary o f 
U ltramar Co . Ltd. o f Lo ndo n; and MacMillan Ring- 
Free Co . Inc. o f New Yo rk. City . 


The indictm ent and lawsu it inv o lv ed the sale o f 
gaso line in Califo rnia, Orego n. Washingto n, Nev ada 
and Arizo na fro m at least Ju ly 197 0 thro u gh 1971. 


The fu el inv o lv ed is co mmo nly referred to as 
“rebrand" gaso line becau se it is u ltimately so ld at 
retail statio ns u nder a trade mark o r brand name 
which is no t co ntro lled by the refiner. 


The dep artm ent said the six co mp anies so ld 
mo re than $90 millio n wo rth o f gaso line at 
who lesale in the fiv e states in 1970, 
The civ il and criminal co mp laints said “v ario u s 


o ther co rp o ratio ns, firms and indiv idu als” were co ­ 
co nsp irato rs, tho u gh no t named as defendants. 
They were no t identified. 


The alleged co nsp iracy “has co nsisted o f a co n­ 
tinu ing agreem ent, u nderstanding and co ncert o f 
actio n amo ng the defendants and co -co nsp irato rs, 
the su bstantial term s o f which hav e been to in­ 
crease, fix , stabilize and maintain the p rice o f 
rebrand gaso line,” the co mp laints said.

SAIGON (AP) - The South 


Vietnamese government is aban- 
doning its old imperial capital of 
Hue on the northern coast in the 
face of a major North Viet- 
namese buildup, government of- 
ficials disclosed Thursday. 


Tens of thousands of refugees 


were reported streaming out of 
the city southward to Da Nang 
and the small group of 
Americans there was reported 
evacuated. Hue has a population 
of about 200.000 - many of them 
refugees from Quang Tri to the 
north which is also being given 
up 


Officials said there are still 


civilians and government troops 
in Hue but President Nguyen 
Van Thieu has given the go- 
ahead to abandon it as indefensi- 


ble — part of a strategy that has 
seen the Saigon government give 
up Pleiku, Kontum and Darlac 
provinces in the central 
highlands and Quang Tn and 
Thua Thien on the northern 
coast below the demilitarized 
zone. 


Hue is the major city in Thua 


Thien province. 


The Saigon command said the 


flood of frightened civilians 
trying to escape the encroaching 
North Vietnamese in the 
relinquished areas was the 
biggest of the long Vietnam war. 


U.S. officials said there had 


been eight Americans in Hue, 
but four who were government 
employes were evacuated 
Wednesday to Da Nang They 
said the fpiir American civilians 


still in the old imperial capital, 
one believed to be a teacher, had 
not yet been located. 


The Saigon command reported 


that half a dozen North Viet- 
namese 
divisions were 


threatening Quang Tn City and 
Hue, 
outnumbering the South 


Vietnamese by 3 to 1. 


U.S. Marines in 
1968 


spearheaded a bloody siege to 
retake Hue after it fell to the 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
during the Tet offensive. Two 
years later mass graves were un- 
covered containing some 2,700 
bodies massacred during the 
one-month occupation by the 
Communist-led 
forces.

1,000 Students Oppose Aid 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) - About 1,000 Cambodia 
students demonstrated against 
continued U S. aid to Cambodia 
Wednesday and declared they 
were for "any government, 
Communist or not, as long as it 
brings peace." 


"American military aid has 


not made for peace, joy or well- 
being for our country," declared 
Koun Thann Thanarak, the 
president of the National Stu- 
dent Association "On the con- 
trary it has caused misery, pain 
and suffering." 


On the fighting front, 


Communist-led gunners rained 
shells on refugee-choked Neak 
Luong, the government's last 
bastion on the Mekong River 32 
miles southeast of Phnom Penh. 
Military sources said govern- 
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ment troops and some 25,000 
refugees were crammed into a 
perimeter of about one square 
mile. 


"It looks like a carnage 


there." said d L" S source. 


In other developments 
-For the third time this 


week, a French air force plane 
flew French nationals out of 
Phnom Penh 


— A political impasse went 


into its eighth day as Premier 
Long Boret wrestled with 
various political factions over

Bien Hoa, Tay Ninh, Phan Thiet, 
Nha Trang and Cam Ranh Bay. 


The five provinces that have 


fallen or been abandoned have a 
total population of less than one 
million, or one twentieth of 
South Vietnam's 20 million peo- 
ple. Phuoc Long province north 
of Saigon fell last January to the 
North Vietnamese.

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Refugee Movement Spreads Like Fire 


By MALCOLM W. BROWNE 


Saigon — The migration of refugees that 


began last weekend from South Vietnam's 
Central Highlands spread like brushfire 
Wednesday to encompass most of the 
northern two-thirds of the country 
Estimates of the number of people on the 
move ranged up to one-half million. 


Families were leaving their homes 


Wednesday in cities as far apart as from the 
former imperial capital of Hue at the 
northern end of the country, to Dalat, a ' 


mountain resort 140 miles northeast of 
Saigon. 


The mass movement received its main 


impetus from the growing public impres- 
sion {supported bv considerable evidence) 
that Saigon feels that the northern two- 
thirds of the countrv may soon have to be 
sacrificed to save the core of the nation in 
the south 


Contrasted with the panic-stricken floods 


of refugees swept before the Communist 
advances in 1968 and 1972. the movement 
Wednesday was for the most part orderly 
No maior Communist attacks, no large- 
scale battles and no massive aerial bom- 


bing are now impelling the flight 


Instead, the refugees generally seemed 


fearful of being left behind as others fled 
past them 


The refugees lucky enough to be near 


functioning airports and with money to buy 
black market plane tickets at four times the 
normal price were coming to Saigon 


Another part of the people's fear was 


that the government seemed to be aban- 
doning huge areas everywhere The volun- 
tary surrender ol Pleiku. Kontum and

Crude Oil Cose Crocked 


Washington - The Federal Eenergy Ad- 


ministration disclosed that it has cracked its 
first major case of overcharging for crude oil 
under the two-price system - "old" oil and 
"new" oil - that the government applied to 
producers 18 months ago. The agency said 
that a Kansas producer, I. G. Stephenson of 
Wichita, agreed Tuesday to refund $468,000 
to a refiner and pay a civil penalty to the 
government of $35,000. 


Kissinger Said Gloomy 


Jerusalem - Secretary of State Henry A 


Kissinger would have refused to negotiate 
the Vietnam cease-fire if he had known that 
two years later, Congress would deprive 
Saigon of needed economic and military aid. 
This was one of the statements made to 
newsmen aboard Kissinger's airliner during 
a round trip Wednesday between Jerusalem 
and Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. With news reports 
of South Vietnam's declining fortunes 
creating a sense of fatalistic gloom among 
the Kissinger party, newsmen were given 
their most pessimistic appraisal of the over- 
all world situation in some time. 


CIA Connection Sought 


New York - Robert F. Maheu, a former 


high aide to Howard R. Hughes, has said the 


eccentric industrialist had been looking for 
years for a Central Intelligence Agency con- 
nection that would expand his influence with 
the government before the agency signed his 
company to try to recover a sunken Soviet 
submarine. 


Jumbo-Jet Changes Eyed 


New York — The government told the 


nation's aviation industry Wednesday it has 
decided to put forward a program for major 
modification of all jumbo-jet airliners to 
minimize the type of hazard that led to the 
DC-10 crash a year ago in which 346 were 
killed. The changes to the 500 jumbos now 
flying would cost at least $250,000 a plane, 
for a iotal of over $125 million. 


'Populists' Go Wooing 


Washington (Washington Star) — Ad- 


vocates of a "populist" movement with a 
leaning toward Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace were wooing neighborhood-school 
backers in Washington Wednesday for a 
national rally and some full-scale lobbying. 


Britain Cutting Defense 


London — The British government says 


it's going ahead with large-scale cuts in 
defense spending to save some $11 billion 
over the next 10 years.

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Soc/'o/ Security Must Be Paid To Widowers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 


Court ruled Wednesday that the govern- 
ment must pay Social Security benefits 
to widowers as well as widows when 
they are left with children in their care. 


In an 8 to 0 decision, the court said a 


federal law restricting the benefits to 
widows is unconstitutional sex dis- 
crimination. 


The government has estimated that it 


would have cost $20 million in 1974 
alone to extend the payments to 
widowers. 


In other action, the court: 
—Edged back again, as it did in a case 


four years ago, from the protections for 
criminal defendants which were laid 
down in its controversial Miranda deci- 
sion of 1966. 


—Ruled 7 to 1 that a commuter tax 


imposed by New Hampshire on workers 
from out of state is unconstitutional. 


In the Social Security case, the 


Supreme Court agreed with a three- 
judge federal panel that Stephen C. 
Wiesenfeld of New Brunswick, N.J., 
should have been granted benefits after 
his wife died in childbirth in 1972. Mrs. 
Wiesenfeld was a school teacher. 


"The fact that a man is working while 


there is a wife at home does not mean 
that he would, or should be required to, 
continue to work if his wife dies," 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr. said for 
the court. 


"It is no less important for a child to 


be cared for by its sole surviving parent 
when the parent is male rather than 


female," Brennan added, 


Justice Lewis F. Powell and Chief 


Justice Warren E. Burger agreed in a 
separate opinion, although expressing 
doubt that "fathers generally will forgo 
work and remain at home to care for 
children to the same extent that 
mothers may make this choice." The 
law grants survivors' benefits based on 
the earnings of a deceased husband and 
father, both to his widow and to the 
couple's minor children. 


In cases where the wife dies, benefits 


based on her earnings have been 
provided for the minor children but not 
for the widower. 


An advisory committee studying the 


Social Security System reported two 
weeks ago that 15,000 men would be 


eligible in the first year if the benefits 
were extended to widowers. 


The surviving spouse receives full 


benefits as long as they are not earning 
more than $2,520 a year. Anyone ear- 
ning more than that loses $1 in benefits 
for every $2 additional earned. 


The court's further retreat from the 


Miranda ruling came in the caw of 
William Robert Hass of Oregon, con- 
victed of stealing two bicycles. 


Police had told him, as required by 


the Miranda decision, that he was en- 
titled to remain silent and have a lawyer 
present during questioning. After Haas 
asked for a lawyer, police continued 
questioning him and told him he could 
see a lawyer later.

Senate Votes Down Two Corporate Tax Breaks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate voted Wednesday night to 
tax away an additional $1.6 
billion of the profits earned by 
U.S. companies abroad. But 
Republicans blocked an effort to 
add a Social Security benefits in- 
crease to a ?29.2 billion tax-cut 
bill. 


Before the Social Security 


fight, the Senate by voice vote 
adopted an amendment by Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-Ind., repealing 
the foreign tax credit for U.S.- 
based oil companies. 


Then, on a 73-24 roll call, 


senators approved a second 
Hartke proposal eliminating a 


tax break for all U.S. firms — 
not just the oil companies — 
which operate abroad. 


If the two votes are upheld in a 


Senate-House conference, the 
taxes of the giant multinational 
corporations would be raised by 
at least $1.6 billion a year — and 
most of the extra burden would 
fall on the oil companies. 


In approving by voice vote the 


Hartke amendment 
repealing 


the foreign tax credit, the Senate 
agreed to take away one of the 
oil companies' most important 
tax breaks. 


Under present law, a U.S. cor- 


poration can subtract from its 
U.S. tax bill any tax paid to a 
foreign government. For exam- 
ple, if Exxon Corp. makes a 
jlOO-million tax payment to 
Saudi Arabia, Exxon can sub- 
tract $100 million from its 
American taxes. 


"This is a big rip-off - the 


single biggest tax loophole," said 
Hartke. "In effect, the U.S. 
taxpayers subsidize American 
companies for operating 
abroad." 


But, while the amendment 


repeals the tax credit, it also 
reduces the U.S. tax rate on 


foreign oil income from 48 per 
cent to 24 per cent. The net 
result is a $l-billion increase in 
the tax liability of the giant oil 
companies. 


The second Hartke amend- 


ment repeals the provision 
which allows U.S. companies to 
escape taxation on income 
earned abroad until the money is 
returned to the United States. 


The amendment requires the 


firms to pay taxes on foreign 
profits in the year in which they 
were earned. It would mean an 
extra $600 million a year to the 
U.S. Treasury.

A comparison of 1974 driver's license 


revocation figures shows that 34 more 
drivers from Lancaster County had their 
licenses revoked on points last year than 
did drivers from Douglas County. Yet 
Itouglas County has more than twice the 
population of Lancaster County. 


The figures - 
which reflect 


revocations on point accumulation alone 
and do not include court-ordered suspen- 
sions for offenses like driving while in- 
toxicated — for this last February even 
more dramatically illustrate 
Lancaster 


County's seemingly disproportionate share 
of license revocations. 


Last month this county of 180,000 peo- 


ple accounted for one-third of the 
statewide license revocation total (some 52 
out of 156). Nebraska's total population is 
estimated at 1.5 million. 


Why is the revocation rate so much 


higher in Lancaster County? 


Maybe we have a lion's share of the 


bad drivers, although that doesn't seem to 


be a particularly plausible answer. Perhaps 
tow enforcement here is on the ball to a 
greater degree and judges more strict than 
elsewhere. Conversely, it could be that out- 
side of Lancaster County judges are too 
lenient and law enforcement too lax. 


Certainly the officials interviewed for 


The Star's story which appeared 
Wednesday couldn't come up with any con- 
crete answers. 


The drivers' license revocation figures 


for Lancaster County as compared to the 
rest of the state are disproportionate, 
however. That's a fact. 


One explanation may be the Lincoln 


Police Department's relentless focus on 
traffic and liquor enforcement. And this 
comes at a time when other figures show 
major crime in the Lincoln area on a 
dramatic 24'« increase. 


It is possible that local law enforce- 


ment officials are concentrating too much 
on the small fry while big fish activity is on 
the upswing.

WASHINGTON - In trying to 


drum up support for giving more 
military aid to Cambodia, Presi- 
dent Ford revived at Notre 
Dame University the other day 
the old "Domino Theory": If 
Cambodia falls to the com- 
munists, it may knock over 
Thailand, and then maybe the 
Philippines, and so on until the 
last domino, the United States, is 
standing alone in a wintry world. 


The President at Notre Dame 


also fell back on another popular 
argument of the cold war era, 
namely, that opposition to his 
foreign economic aid program 
was evidence of opposition to all 
foreign aid programs and an 
alarming revival of American 
"isolationism." 


These are the vivid simplistic 


analogies of the Hitler '30's, and 
the Stalin '40's, but in the mid- 
70's, it's like saying that if Notre 
Dame loses one game, all other 
games are lost. There is 
something to what the President 
says, but the domino theory — 
one down, all down — is almost 
as obsolete as the game of 
dominoes itself.

You have to go back to the 


history of the "Domino Theory' 
to understand the dangers of 
applying it to Cambodia. It 
comes out of the tragic 
experience of Munich appease- 
ment before the second world 
war. If you tolerate Hitler's 
Anchluss in Austria, you get

on 


Chechoslovakia, and if you put 
Chamberlain's umbrella over 
•that, you get Hitler's demands 
on Poland, the second world 
war, the collapse of the old em- 
pires and of the old order, and 
the emergence of Soviet Russia 
as a dominant force in the world.

It's a valid argument if you

President Eisenhower, 


stealing the phrase from Joe 
Alsop, was the first president to 
talk about the "Domino Theory" 
in 1954. My colleague, Bill 
Safire, recalls in "The New 
Language of Politics," that Ike 
said in arguing for economic aid 
to Saigon: "You have a row of 
dominoes set up. You knock 
over the first one, and what will 
happen to the last is that it will 
go over very quickly . . ." 


But Ike didn't go into Viet- 


nam. He fiddled with the notion 
of dominoes, but he refused to 
rescue the French at Dien Bien 
Phu, despite the recommen- 
dations of his secretary of state, 
John Foster Dulles, his vice 
president, Richiard Nixon, and 
his head of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Admiral Radford. He said 
he thought it was a bum idea to 
get the United States involved in 
a war on the Asian continent, 
10,000 miles from home, 
rejected the advice of Dulles, 
Nixon and Radford, and went 
out to Burning Tree and played 
golf. He listened to the "Domino 
Theory" on Cuba too, and stayed 
out of there as well. 


It's not surprising that Jerry 


Ford, confronted by hard 
questions on the Notre Dame 
campus, goes back to the old 
political answers he used to 
make as opposition leader in the 
House of Representatives, but as 
president in 1975, these old 
political cliches sound 3 little 
odd and out of date. 


The doubt in the allied world 


about American action now is 
not about Washington's courage 
but about its judgment. The un- 
major allies in Europe, Japan 
and Israel are not condemning 
the United States for pulling out 
of Southeast Asia but for per- 
sisting in a war that divided and 
weakened America. There is ob- 
viously an element of selfishness 
in this, but the allies in Europe 
are not saying that if Washington 
won't fight to the end for the 
capital of Cambodia or South 
Vietnam, it won't fight for Lon- 
don, Paris, or Jerusalem. On the 
contrary, they are afraid that 
Washington will get trapped 
again in Southeast Asia, and lose 
sight of the major strategic 
problems in the United States 
itself, and in Europe and Japan. 


"While we pursue a world in 


which there is unity and diver- 
sity," President Ford said at 
Notre Dame, "we must continue 
to support security against 
aggression and subversion. To do 
otherwise would invite greater 


violence. We are counseled to 
withdraw from the world and go 
it alone. I have heard that song 
before. I am here to say 1 am not 
going to dance to it."

But very few people are asking 


him in America today to dance 
to the tune of isolation, or to 
abandon his allies or the nation's 
commitments. They are merely 
asking him to choose between 
what is primary and what is 
secondary, not to confuse Saigon 
or Lon Nol or Southeast Asia 
with the really critical strategic 
areas of Europe, the Middle 
East and Japan. 


Mainly, the allies are 


appealing to President Ford not 
to divide the American people 
again over Southeast Asia, es- 
pecially in a time of economic 
troubles, but to unify America, 
concentrate on its economic 
stability, and choose between 
America's primary and secon- 
dary interests. 


This is precisely what he did 


not do at Notre Dame. He 
argued for Cambodia and 
Saigon, for foreign aid for 
everybody, and suggested that 
all might be lost if his 
recommendations were not 
adopted.

The trouble is that he is stuck 


with the old rhetoric. He wants 
to understand the universities 
and have them understand him, 
but when they ask him 
questions, he goes back to the 
old answers of the cold war —

O.K., let's get all the records straight on blizzards! 
In the March 11 Lincoln Star there was a cartoon on Page 25 


stating that "today is the anniversary of the Great Blizzard of 
1888!" A local radio announced it as being the Midwest blizzard, 
not the New York event. On January 12, 1888, the famous 
Midwest blizzard hit in all its fury. This became the title of the 
book, "In All Its Fury," by W. H. O'Gara which pertained to this 
specific blizzard. (It contains personal accounts and actual 
facts.) 


On March 11 that same year, 1888, an entirely different bliz- 


zard hit New York. Since the cartoonist is syndicated with the 
New York papers, apparently the cartoon is referring to that 
blizzard and not the one that hit us in January, 1888. 


A novel written by Albert E. Idell titled, "The Great Bliz- 


zard," was printed by Henry Holt and Co., Inc. in 1948. 


Other famous blizzards were the Easter Buzzard of 1873, the 


1948-49 Blizzard, and our more recent Jan., 1975, one. Our 
January 12,1888, Blizzard Club took a bit of ribbing from the 
news media when I called in to cancel the annual meeting which 
was to be held on January 11, due to the blizzard that was 
building up on the 10th of January. We were told that if we 
would quit having the annual meetings, maybe we wouldn't 
have the blizzards! Let me say, we will continue to have our 
meetings as long as the decendants of those hardy pioneers want 
to have meetings to commemorate that historical event. 


The book, "In All Its Fury", was reprinted, and I am still 


collecting stories from people who were in that blizzard or from 
their descendants.

The driv ers’ license rev ocation figu res 
for Lancaster Cou nty as com pared to the 
rest of the state are disproportionate, 
howev er.

And this 
com es at a tim e when other figu res show 
m ajor crim e in the Lincoln area on a 
dram atic 24% increase.

It’s a v alid argu ment if y ou 
think any cou ntry is as important

odd and ou t of date. 


The dou bt in the allied world 
abou t American action now is 
not abou t Washington's cou rage 
bu t abou t its ju dgment.

In the March 11 Lincoln Star there was a cartoon on Page 25 
stating that “today is the anniv ersary of the Great Blizzard of 
18 8 8 ! ” A local radio annou nced it as being the Midwest blizzard, 
not the New York ev ent. On Janu ary 12, 18 8 8 , the famou s 
Midwest blizzard hit in all its fu ry . This became the title of the 
book, “In All Its Fu ry ,” by W. H. O’Gara which pertained to this 
specific blizzard. (It contains personal accou nts and actu al 
facts.) 
On March 11 that same y ear, 18 8 8 , an entirely different bliz­ 
zard hit New York. Since the cartoonist is sy ndicated with the 
New York papers, apparently the cartoon is referring to that 
blizzard and not the one that hit u s in Janu ary , 18 8 8 . 
A nov el written by Albert E. Idell titled, “The Great Bliz­ 
zard.” was printed by Henry Holt and Co., Inc. in 1948 . 
Other famou s blizzards were the Easter Blizzard of 18 73, the 
1948 -49 Blizzard, and ou r more recent Jan., 1975, one. Ou r 
Janu ary 12, 18 8 8 , Blizzard Clu b took a bit of ribbing from the 
news media when I called in to cancel the annu al meeting which 
was to be held on Janu ary 11, du e to the blizzard that was 
bu ilding u p on the 10th of Janu ary . We were told that if we 
wou ld q u it hav ing the annu al meetings, may be we wou ldn’t 
hav e the blizzards! Let me say , we will continu e to hav e ou r 
meetings as long as the decendants of those hardy pioneers want 
to hav e meetings to commemorate that historical ev ent. 
The book, “In All Its Fu ry ”, was reprinted, and I am still 
collecting stories from people who were in that blizzard or from 
their descendants.

Northwestern Bell Called 
Inflation Victim, Not Cause 


Omaha (UPI) - Northwestern 


Bell Telephone Co. is "the vic- 
tim of inflation, not a cause," 
Ben R. Morris, Bell vice presi- 
dent and Nebraska chief 
executive officer, testified 
Wednesday on Bell's request for 
a $16 million increase in 
Nebraska telephone rates.

state by 23r{. 


Charge Denied 


Under questioning by at- 


torneys representing groups op- 
posed to the rate increase, 
Morris denied that Bell's 
proposal, if approved, would 
contribute to inflation. 


He said, "Northwestern Bell is 


a victim of inflation, not a 
cause." 


During his presentation, 


Morris said, "I had no choice 
except to file this rate applica- 
tion. 


"It is my responsibility to see 


that my company continues to 
provide high quality telephone 
service in this state," Morris 
said. He said Bell could not do 
this "under today's economic 
conditions without an increase in 
the now outdated rate levels." 


Bell requested a $6 million in- 


crease in Nebraska rates in 


January 1974, and the Public 
Service Commission allowed a 
$2.5 million increase on annual 
revenues. 


The commission also took 


testimony from Mary Alice 
Race, who represented a group 
calling itself "The 
Gray 


Panthers," and Willard Riley, 
owner and operator of the 
Benkelman Telephone Co., Inc.

The hand of Antony Mark Ruprecht might put some dollars 


back into the pockets of low- and middle-income Americans 
who are strapped by the costs of higher education. 


The Nebraska Wesleyan University political science 


professor went to Washington, wrote a bill that would amend 
the 1954 Internal Revenue Code, and Rep. Charles Thone of Lin- 
coln introduced it in the House on March 12. 


HR4727 would allow individual income tax credits for tui- 


tion and fees, books, supplies and equipment at any postsecon- 
dary institution. 
1 
Up to |4M Per Year 


Ruprecht said Thone's bill would permit up to $490 in tax 


credits annually, for a student who paid $1,000 in educational 
expenses in one year. 


All of the first $300 may be applied under HR4727, then 50% 


of the next $300, and 10% of the next $400. 


To overcome objections such a bill would benefit the rich, 


Ruprecht wrote a section in HR4727 which reduces the credit by 
2% of the amount of personal income that exceeds $20,000. 


For example, if a family earns $21,000 and the student's 


educational costs are $1,000, then the $490 allowable tax credit 
would be reduced to $470. For a $30,000 income, the maximum 
credit would be further reduced to $290. A family with $45,000 
or more in annual income would be excluded from the tax 
benefit. 


'More I Like I Like It' 


Ruprecht said that after a two-hour skull session in Thone's 


office, the congressman remarked, "The more I read about it 
and the more I think about it, the more I like it." 


A pilot himself, Ruprecht said he's optimistic the bill will 


fly in the 94th Congress, which could overcome the body's 
reputation as a "slow-moving turtle" this year. 


"First, he said, "This Congress is the most liberal Congress 


since WWn — liberal in terms of having many Democrats take 
office, 74 or 75 of them." 


And those new Democrats join the entire Congress' concern 


for "pumping money back into the economy," Ruprecht said, 
noting the proposal for $21.9 billion in tax rebates. 


Chairman of the National Committee for the Tax Deduction 


of Tuition Fees, Ruprecht said Thone's bill would be "a shot in 


• the arm" for the "vast middle class that goes to school." 


Second, Ruprecht said the House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee (which now holds the fate of HR4727) has increased its 
membership from 24 to 37, including 18 new members of the 
liberal stripe. 


Broad Base Of Support 


A third factor for possible success of the bill, he said, is sup- 


port from 300 schools, 80 congressmen, college presidents, 
students and faculty members. 


Ruprecht noted realistically, "This by no means indicates 


Congress will pass" the tax credit bill, but he was enthused that 
it was introduced in a form acceptable to the education com- 
munity. 


In Washington, Ruprecht met with and got support for his 


bill from a bneup of Democrats. Connecticut Sen. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff said he'll reintroduce in the Senate a similar bill that 
chamber approved in 1971, this time with a rider based on 
Ruprecht's graduated formula. 


Pat Baker, chief counsel for the House Ways and Means 


Committee, and Fred Hickman, assistant secretary for tax plan- 
ning, maintained the previous bill was "too expensive." 


But Ruprecht said committee Chairman Al Ullman, a 


Democrat from Oregon, might consider HR4727 favorably, since 
it reduces the government's estimated losses from $2.8 billion 
four years ago to slightly more than $1 billion today. 


Administration to 'Re-Evaluate' 


Based on Ruprecht's bill, he said, Hickman promised the 


administration is "going to re-evaluate our position." 


"Our next move," Ruprecht said, "will be to write to all the 


people on the House Ways and Means Committee" to gain their 
support for the bill.

The hand of Antony Mark Ruprecht might put some dollars 
back into the pockets of low- and middle-income Americans 
who are strapped by the costs of higher education. 
The Nebraska Wesleyan University political science 
professor went to Washington, wrote a bill that would amend 
the 1954 Internal Revenue Code, and Rep. Charles Thone of Lin­ 
coln introduced it in the House on March 12. 
KR4727 would allow individual income tax credits for tui­ 
tion and fees, books, supplies and equipment at any postsecon­ 
dary institution. 
Up to $490 Per Year 
Ruprecht said Thone’s bill would permit up to $490 in tax 
credits annually, for a student who paid $1,000 in educational 
expenses in one year. 
All of the first $300 may be applied under HR4727, then 50% 
of the next $300, and 10% of the next $400. 
To overcome objections such a bill would benefit the rich, 
Ruprecht wrote a section in HR4727 which reduces the credit by 
2% of the amount of personal income that exceeds $20,000. 
For example, if a family earns $21,000 and the student’s 
educational costs are $1,000, then the $490 allowable tax credit 
would be reduced to $470. For a $30,000 income, the maximum 
credit would be farther reduced to $290. A family with $45,000 
or more in annual income would be excluded from the tax 
benefit. 
‘More I Like I Like It’ 
Ruprecht said that after a two-hour skull session in Thone’s 
office, the congressman remarked, “The more I read about it 
and the more I think about it, the more I like it.” 
A pilot himself, Ruprecht said he’s optimistic the bill will 
fly in the 94th Congress, which could overcome the body’s 
reputation as a “slow-moving turtle” this year. 
“First, he said, “This Congress is the most liberal Congress 
since WWII — liberal in terms of having many Democrats take 
office, 74 or 75 of them.” 
And those new Democrats join the entire Congress’ concern 
for “pumping money back into the economy,” Ruprecht said, 
noting the proposal for $21.9 billion in tax rebates. 
Chairman of the National Committee for the Tax Deduction 
of Tuition Fees, Ruprecht said Thone’s bill would be “a shot in 
the arm” for the “vast middle class that goes to school.” 
Second, Ruprecht said the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee (which now holds the fate of HR4727) has increased its 
membership from 24 to 37, including 18 new members of the 
liberal stripe. 
Broad Base Of Support 
A third factor for possible success of the bill, he said, is sup­ 
port from 300 schools, 80 congressmen, college presidents, 
students and faculty members. 
Ruprecht noted realistically, “This by no means indicates 
Congress will pass” the tax credit bill, but he was enthused that 
it was introduced in a form acceptable to the education com­ 
munity. 
In Washington, Ruprecht met with and got support for his 
bill from a lineup of Democrats. Connecticut Sen. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff said he’ll reintroduce in the Senate a similar bill that 
chamber approved in 1971, this time with a rider based on 
Ruprecht’s graduated formula. 
Pat Baker, chief counsel for the House Ways and Means 
Committee, and Fred Hickman, assistant secretary for tax plan­ 
ning, maintained the previous bill was “too expensive.” 
But Ruprecht said committee Chairman A1 Ullman, a 
Democrat from Oregon, might consider HR4727 favorably, since 
it reduces the government’s estimated losses from $2.8 billion 
four years ago to slightly more than $1 billion today. 
Administration to ‘Re-Evaluate’ 
Based on Ruprecht’s bill, he said, Hickman promised the 
administration is “going to re-evaluate our position.” 
“Our next move,” Ruprecht said, “will be to write to all the 
people on the House Ways and Means Committee” to gain their 
support for the bill.

1. Two spades. The most 


common way of identifying 
promising values when your 
partner doubles for takeout 
by a jump response. It would be 
wrong to respond one spade 
with this hand and also respond 
6ne spade with, say: 
AJ642 *8532 4Q7 4872, 


Your partner is not a mind- 


reader and would have no way 
of knowing which hand you helc 
if you responded one spade with 
each of them. 


You have about six winners 


with spades as trumps, and you 
should identify your game- 
going prospects with a jump 
response. Some players would 
jump directly to four spades, 
which is also acceptable. 


2. One notrump. Here you 


have more high-card points but 
less chance for game. It is 
better to respond one notrump, 
which orindarily shows 7 to 9 
points, than to respond two 
clubs, which theoretically could 
be based on a worthless hand. 


3. One spade. This is an un- 


pleasant situation, no doubt, but 
you're not responsible for 
having been dealt a poor hand 
and you must make the best of | 
it. It weuld be dead wrong to 
pass, and equally wrong to bid 
one notrump for the reasons 
previously given. You're not 
expected to enjoy bidding aj 
three-card suit, but it's the best, 
bid available. 


4. Two notrump. This is by fan 


the best action to take with 11 
high-card points, hearts doubly 
stopped, and notrump dis- 
tribution. Change the deuce of 
diamonds to the queen, and you 
would respond three notrump. 


5. Two hearts. This is ob- 


viously a game-going hand, as; 
you have an opening bid of your 
own facing a partner who has 
indicated opening bid strength 
by his double. But, under the 
circumstances, it is better not to 
make a jump-shift response in 
one of your three suits because 
you have no way of knowing , 
whidh suit the hand will play 
best in. 


Instead of trying to guess 


partner's best suit, you respond 
with a cuebid and thus force 
North to reveal his longest suit. 
You plan to raise partner 
directly to game in the suit of 
his choice.

French film director (aha! the 
Canby connection), in their 
Virgin Islands summer home. 


Canby then devotes the 


remainder of the book to a con- 
voluted analysis of how Duisian- 
na got to that terrible point in 
her pill-popping, moody career. 


Ho-hum. 


Now that Canby has gotten the 


devil out of his system, maybe 
he'll sleep better at night. 
Hopefully, he's done back to the 
screening room.

Has Saved 
Many Lives

Some weeks ago I mentioned 


t h a t persons who have 
dangerous allergies or diseases 
which require special treatment 
should always wear bracelets or 
necklaces detailing the kind of 
treatment they can or cannot 
tolerate 


I named Medic Alert Founda- 


tion as one source for these 
"identifiers," but I erred with 
respect to the charge for them, 
and I did not make clear all the 
services offered along with the 
"tag " 


Medic Alert Foundation, 1000 


N. Palm Ave, Turlock, Calif. 
95830. is a charitable, tax- 
exempt, nonprofit corporation, 
dedicated to saving lives. 


They have more than 540,000 


members in the United States, 
but it is estimated that there are 
about 40 million Americans with 
hidden medical problems such 
as diabetes, severe allergies, 
heart conditions, epilepsy, etc.. 
for which they should be 
wearing some sort of identifica- 
tion 


The foundation files are full of 


reports from persons whose lives 
have been saved because their 
Medic Alert I D (identification) 
either prevented them from 
receiving what could have been 
fatal treatment or caused them 
to receive vital, life-saving treat- 
ment. 


Just what does Medic Alert 


do. and how much does it cost? 


First, the only fee is a one- 


time charge of $7 for lifetime 
protection. This consists of three 
interrelated elements. 
The 


member receives a metallic aler- 
ting deuce bearing the red 
Medic Alert emblem 


On the reverse side is 


engraved the immediate medical 
problem or problems of the 
wearer buch as "taking 
c-oji^ulants" or "wearing contact 
lens.es" or "organ donor" or 
"mentallv retarded " 


The unique membership iden- 


tification nember and the 
emergent telephone number 
are also engraved on the 
medallion 


The second part of the service 


is a wallet card that contains ad- 
ditional medical and personal in- 
formation This card is reviewed 
annually. The foundation sends 
each member a copy of his 
emergency file and asks that it 
be updated and returned to 
them 


From this information the 


computer data on the patient is 
brought current and dated and 
the member receives a new, 
dated card, which reassures 
emergency personnel that they 
are acting on the latest informa- 
tion about the patient 


The third part of the service is 


the computerized record of each 
member, which contains all 
emergency information that he 
and his physician believe will 
best serve him in a medical 
emergency. 


Emergency personnel can 


place a collect call to the 
telephone number on the 
emblem and on the card and 24 
hours a day the full information 
on the medical record of the 
member is available. 


This triple service has great 


merit It vou have a hidden 
medical problem, write to Medic 
Alert, and ask them for informa- 
tion about becoming enrolled. 


There is another way that 


Medic Alert may be of use to 
some of you. They have 
educational programs which 
vour local civic, service or frater- 
nal organization can conduct in 
vour community. 


The first program is to teach 


emergency personnel to always 
search for the Medic Alert 
emblem and take the ap- 
propriate follow-up action. 


This work is directed to 


hospital emergency room per- 
sonnel, paramedics, ambulance 
dirvers. police, firemen, rescue 
squads, etc. 


The general 
education 


program is geared for the com- 
munity, to make as many per- 
sons as possible aware of this 
service and its value. They have 
a 24-mmute movie featuring 
Tennessee Ernie Ford which is 
available to local organizations.

They have more than 540,000 
members in the United States, 
but it is estimated that there are 
about 40 million Americans with 
hidden medical problems such 
as diabetes, severe allergies, 
heart conditions, epilepsy, etc., 
for which they should be 
wearing some sort of identifica­ 
tion. 
The foundation files are full of 
reports from persons whose lives 
have been saved because their 
Medic Alert l.D. (identification) 
either prevented them from 
receiving what could have been 
fatal treatment or caused them 
to receive vital, life-saving treat­ 
ment. 
Just what does Medic Alert 
do. and how much does it cost? 
First, the only fee is a one- 
tifne charge of $7 for lifetime 
protection. This consists of three 
interrelated elements. 
The 
member receives a metallic aler­ 
ting device bearing the red 
Medic Alert emblem. 
On the reverse side is 
engraved the immediate medical 
problem or problems of the 
w earer such as “ taking 
coagulants" or "wearing contact 
lenses" or "organ donor" or 
"mentallv retarded " 
The unique membership iden­ 
tification nember and the 
emergency telephone number 
are also engraved on the 
medallion. 
The sa*ond part of the service 
is a wallet card that contains ad­ 
ditional medical and personal in­ 
formation. This card is reviewed 
annually. The foundation sends 
each member a copy of his 
emergency file and asks that it 
be updated and returned to 
them. 
From this information the 
computer data on the patient is 
brought current and dated and 
the member receives a new 
dated card, which reassures 
emergency personnel that they 
are acting on the latest informa 
tion about the patient. 
The third part of the service is 
the computerized record of each 
member, which contains all 
emergency information that he 
.and his physician believe will 
best serve him in a medical 
emergency. 
Emergency personnel can 
place a collect call to the 
telephone number on the 
emblem and on the card and 24 
hours a day the full information 
on the medical record of the 
member is available. 
This triple service has great 
merit 
If you have a hidden 
medical problem, write to Medic 
Alert, and ask them for informa 
tion about becoming enrolled. 
There is another way that 
Medic Alert may be of use to 
some of you. They have 
educational programs which 
your local civic, service or frater­ 
nal organization can conduct in 
your community. 
The first program is to teach 
emergency personnel to always 
search for the Medic Alert 
emblem and take the ap 
propriate follow-up action. 
This work is directed to 
hospital emergency room per­ 
sonnel. paramedics, ambulance 
dirvers. police, firemen, rescue 
squads, etc. 
The general education 
program is geared for the com 
munity. to make as many per 
sons as possible aware of this 
service and its value. They have 
a 24-minute movie featuring 
Tennessee Ernie Ford which i 
available to local organizations

Bill Revived 
On State Cut 
For Welfare 


The Legislature Wednesday 


revived a bill killed earlier which 
would have the state pick up $10 
million in annual county welfare 
costs over the next four years. 


Senators then voted to delay 


any action on the bill for 30 days. 
Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue. 
who made the motion to delay 
action, said in 30 days the 
Legislature will know where it 
stands on spending and revenue 
for the coming fiscal year. 


The bill. LB202. would require 


the state to pay for medical 
assistance to welfare recipients. 
Cost to the state is estimated at 
S2.5 
million for 1975-76. 


The bill had been killed on a 


21-18 vote last week. 


Sen 
Ralph Kelly of Grand 


Island, who made the motion to 
reconsider that action, said the 
medical assistance program was 
a state function so the state 
should pay the cost. 


"The 
issue here is local 


government-local tax: state 
government-state tax." 
Kelly 


said 


His motion to reconsider 


received 
25-19 
support, 


minimum needed for approval. 


Omaha Sen. John Cavanaugh 


opposed 
reconsideration. 
He 


said the additional cost to the 
state would require increasing 
state- income and sales taxes 
even more than Gov. J. James 
Kxon has recommended. 


The state is presently studying 


its data processing system. Exon 
said the state may want to relay 
computer data between state of- 
fices in Lincoln and Omaha via 
microwave towers. 


If the services offered by the 


telephone companies are 
cheaper than what it would cost 
the state to build its own system, 
there would be no problem, he 
said. 


Should Not Be Tied 


If. however, it was determined 


the state could provide the same 
service at a lesser cost by 
developing its own microwave 
system. Exon said the state 
should not be tied to LT&T. 


Kxon said LT&T executives 


have talked with him and asked 
him to support LB427. 


"They wrote the bill." Exon 


said, "they say it is necessary. 
They want their competitors to 
be regulated by the (Nebraska) 
Public Service Commission. 


"I have no quarrel with that. 


But what if the state wants to 
build its own system?" 


Kxon criticized the Legislature 


for not taking a critical look at 
the bill. 


No Debate On Floor 


"There was no debate on the 


floor of the Legislature," he 
said. "The heading doesn't in- 
dicate it will do this. 


"I wonder how bills like this 


get through the Legislature." he 
said. 


"Telephone companies feel 


anytime anyone comes up with 
an idea on how to transport in- 
formation they have an exclusive 
right to it." he said. 


Exon noted the bill contains a 


grandfather clause which allows 
the state to keep com- 
munications systems it now 
owns. Exon said he wonders why 
these systems, such as radio 
communications, are excluded.

"You're not getting older - you're getting better," is not

County Clerk's Office, says older vehicles seem to be continually 
more popular with buyers than their spanking new. counter- 
parts.

it into the ground. And while some people take that advice 
literally — never spending a dime on repairs until the clunker 
finally collapses — most old car fanciers advocate the "ounce of 
prevention" approach to keep their set of wheels rolling. 


Two such Lincolnites are Charles Shrader, 1308 So. 14th, 


and Leon Coatney, 385 So. 37th. Both drive older Jitneys, and 
both espouse their virtues. 


Old Jitneys 


Coatney, supervisor of the city's garage, is a mechanic, but 


he notes that even those who aren't so inclined can perform a 
host of self-servicing which can appreciably cut their yearly out- 
lay for transportation. 


Without buying special tools to do the more major repair 


work — an expenditure which would also detract from the 
savings realized by simple, do-it-yourself automotive upkeep — 
Coatney and Shrader point out that most folks can trim material 
costs and eliminate labor expenses altogether by: 


—Changing their own oil, oil filter, and anti-freeze. 
—Cleaning and re-setting, or replacing totally, their 


sparkplugs. 


—Changing their own carburetor air filter. 
—Replacing bulbs in their taillights, parking lights, etc. 
—Re-packing the wheel bearings and lubricating the vehicle 


themselves. 


—Replacing thermostats; radiator and heater hoses; and on 


the more simplified engines, the fanbelts as well. 


Coatney, who says he has never bought a new car, says 


during the first few years of ownership of a good used one (a 
three-year-old, say, with about 20,000 miles) the simple 
maintenance steps that most anyone can perform "will probably 
take care of everything it needs." And, if the routine is kept up, 
"you probably won't have too much major work needed" later 
on. 


That opinion is bolstered by Shrader, a retired Lincoln 


fireman, who said he learned a lot about preventive 
maintenance during his 28 years with that department. 


He has two older autos which are used regularly — a 1956 


with some 180,000 miles to its credit, and a 1961 with about 150,- 
000 — and neither, Shrader says, has needed any major repairs. 


Besides doing his own tuneups and minor service work, 


Shrader believes that one rule he follows is perhaps the princi- 
ple reason for the longevity of his vehicles. 


"I change the oil every 2,000 miles or 90 days — whichever 


comes first — and I change the filter too. I can't see running 
clean oil through a dirty filter." 


A check with several major Lincoln car parts and merchan- 


dise outlets also shows that automotive do-it-yourselfing is a 
popular pasttime in this area. 


Some of the firms say that sales of tune-up kits, and other 


odds and ends of repair gear are constantly high, while other 


stores report a marked increase in consumer interest in 
paraphernalia in the last year or so. 


Another indicator of the growing popularity of home auto 


work is the routine stocking of a wide variety of motor oils and 
engine additives in most large supermarkets and chain stores. 


Besides the cash which Coatney and Shrader say can be 


pocketed by doing your own minor maintenance, an additional 
windfall for owners of older autos is realized through lower 
vehicle taxes and rates for certain types cf insurance. 


A spokesman for a major auto insurer notes that a vehicle's 


age bears directly on the rate its owner must pay for the com- 
prehensive and collision portions of his insurance package. 


He said the premium for that insurance — which pays for 


repairs on the insured's own auto — decreases steadily for some 
eight years, at which point it levels off and remains constant. He 
noted that on an eight-year-old car — all other things being 
equal — a person's comprehensive and collision premium would 
be 60% of what it would be for a brand new auto. 


The spokesman additionally observed that when a car gets 


that old, it's normally owned free and clear (with no mortgage 
holder to protect) and people often drop their comprehensive 
and collision coverage — saving that former outlay altogether. 


In the area of taxation, Lancaster County Assessor Fritz 


Meyer notes that the valuation of a car as used for taxing pur- 
poses decreases at the rate of W7o a year until a minimum 
assessed value of $35 is reached -remaining constant thereafter. 


As an example, he said that taxes on a $3,000,1975 auto with

Picking Peachy 
Mechanic Isn't 
All Guesswork 


By Bart Becker 
It's a familiar fantasy when 


the family surrey develops a 
squeak, squawk or emphysema 
of the carburetor. 


You don't know a mechanic in 


town because you've been filling 
the tank at a 2c-a-gallon-dteaper 
place that has to go out of its 
way to even change the air in 
your tires. 


So you brace for the worst, 


expecting a guy who is the com- 
posite of every gasoline alley 
grease monkey that ever lashed 
'together a V-8 with baling wire. 
You can see him as he scratches 
at the back of his neck with an 
oily wrench and solemnly 
pronounces the diagnosis. 


"Jeez, buddy, that doesn't 


sound too good does it? Well, 
listen, leave the key in it and I'll 
see if I can get to it this after- 
noon." 


Clutching at your billfold you 


look on the sunny side. At least 
now you'll have a mechanic, 
pretty soon he'll know your 
name and you'll know his, your 
car will run like a charm and 
everything will be just peachy, 
right? 


Something tells you otherwise. 


For all you know he'll give you 
an alias, your car will develop 
more rattles than a charm 
bracelet and come peach picking 
time, you'll still be stuck with 
the crate. 


Well, it doesn't have to be that 


way. 
Even if, by choice or 


chance, you don't have any in- 


sight into the mysteries of the in- 
ternal combustion engine, you 
can demand and get good 
mechanics' service on your car. 


Mechanics say the best way is 


simply for the customer to be 
bold, not bashful, about insisting 
the job is done satisfactorily. 
Several Lincoln mechanics were 
in general agreement that any 
mechanic should guarantee his 
work. 


The customer should be 


satisfied with the repair job, 
within reason, they said. If the 
mechanical problem doesn't 
seem corrected, they said, bring 
the car back for an explanation 
and more work, if necessary. 


So there are no misunderstan- 


dings. Jack Armstrong, head of 
the auto mechanics department 
at the Milford campus of 
Southeast Community College, 
said customer and mechanic 
should decide beforehand on 
what work will be done at what 
cost. 


Armstrong stressed any auto 


owner should ask for a detailed 
breakdown of the repair work to 
be done accompanied by a cost 
estimate And make sure of the 
result of the work. Some repairs 
are simply stop-gap measures to 
keep the old buggy running until 
a more complete overhaul can 
take place. 


Armstrong said this is 


"probably the most improtant 
thing" in getting good service. 


He said custoners can keep

that a mechanic is reputable.

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Low-Cost, Computer Tune-Up 
Stations Tested in California 


San Francisco (UPI) — 


William E. Allen, auto industry 
entrepreneur, thinks the 
American motorist is ready for 
low-cost, quick-service tune-up 
stations where a computer 
analyzes engine performance 
and provides a simple printout 
for the customer. 


Allen, formerly a marketing 


executive for Ford and Kaiser 
Jeep, has had two "Test & 
Tune" stations operating for the 
past six months in suburbs east 
of San Francisco. 


"We are up to the break-even 


point," says Allen, who plans to 
open several more pilot stations 
and then franchise his system 
nationwide. 


Allen said he got into the 


automotive testing field 
"because the world fuel situa- 
tion will always be critical, and 
because exhaust pollution is 
going to be everyone's concern if 
they possess an auto." 


Fuel experts say if every 


motorist in the country got a 
regular tune-up twice a year, it 
would save 3.8 billion gallons of 
gasoline. 


What keeps them from it, 


Allen believes, is the cost, and 


the fact the average motorist has 
to rely on someone else to tell 
him what is wrong with his car 
— and this often results in more 
expense. 


Autosense requires the atten-

The consumer gets the test 


report. Minor adjustments can 


be made at Test & Tune stations, 
but any major repair indicated 
must be taken to another garage.

Stretching 


Stretching the time between

The increases in life expectan- 


cy of spark plugs has not been 
matched by increased costs for 
changing them. 


Standard rates for changing 


plugs on standard full-size 
American cars still runs about 
$35 (parts and labor) on V-8 
engines. There is more mileage 
for about the same cost. 


To make another point about 


lower maintenance, on most '75 
models you don't need points — 
most models have electronic ig- 
nitions. So instead of changing 
points every 12,000 miles, 
owners of most new cars can ig- 
nore a several dollar problem 
forever. 


American Motors cars' service 


schedules haven't changed, ser- 
vice manager Paul Eiland says. 
Oil and filter change is still at 5,- 
000 miles in factory literature 
and 15,000 miles is listed as 
spark plug life. 


Dealers and service managers 


are reporting nice hikes in gas 
mileage for 1975 models. 


A full-size Mercury, Dean 


says, has gone from 13-14 miles 
per gallon to 15-16 this year. Rog 
Stehlik of DuTeau says 


Chevrolets are about 15% better 
in gasoline consumption, at 
around 18 miles a gallon. Got- 
fredson's Greiner sees miles a 
gallon at a bit over 20 this year, 
up from the 17-18 range. 


expensive tires on some less 
expensive models and that will 
mean poorer mileage. 


How close is the industry to a 


maintenance-free engine? 


"Not even close," Hall says. 


Dean says that without 


maintenance, a car owner might 
be lucky to go two years or 30,- 
000 miles, but that the car would 
suffer and so would the owner 
with ultimate repair bills. 


With maintenance and luck, 


the new engines can go 80,000- 
90,000 miles, Hall says. 


Instead of miracles in 


maintenance, Dean talks of "a 
little better mileage and a little 
less maintenance." 


Manufacturers are forecasting 


some healthy dollar savings 
however. George F. Butts, vice 
president of development for 
Chrysler, predicted an average 
$265 a year savings for 1975 
models over 1974 and Chevrolet 
has been advertising annual 
savings of over $300 in fuel con- 
sumption and maintenance. 


Even if only half true, those 


figures indicate some easing of 
the car operating cost crunch, 
which has now risen to an 
average 24<p a mile, according to 
a survey conducted for Hertz Car 
Leasing.

That’s up about $1 from 
last year. 
Dealers do recommend that 


owners change filters along with 
oil and predict longer engine life 
if their advice is followed. 
It may be a maintenance 


nuisance to stock with the old 
schedule and ignore the bright 
promises, but they say it pays off 
with less repair and longer run­ 
ning engines. 
Maintenance gains are in 


points, spark plugs and lubrica­ 
tion.

plugs are lasting 15,000 miles as 
opposed to 12,000 in previous 


years. Ford’s record, according 
to Hall, is 24,000 v 12,000. Chevy 
has also doubled from 12,000 to 
24,000 miles per set of plugs, 
Stehlik says.

son says. 
Life Expectancy 
The increases in life expectan­ 
cy of spark plugs has not been 
matched by increased costs for 
changing them. 
Standard rates for changing 


plugs on standard full-size 
American cars still runs about 
$35 (parts and labor) on V-8 
engines. There is more mileage 
for about the same cost. 
To make another point about 


lower maintenance, on most '75 
models you don’t need points — 
most models have electronic ig­ 
nitions. So instead of changing 
points every 12,000 miles, 
owners of most new cars can ig­ 
nore a several dollar problem 
forever. 
American Motors cars’ service 


schedules haven’t changed, ser­ 
vice manager Paul Eiland says. 
Oil and filter change is still at 5,- 
000 miles in factory literature 
and 15,000 miles is listed as 
spark plug life. 
Dealers and service managers 


are reporting nice hikes in gas 
mileage for 1975 models. 


A full-size Mercury, Dean 


says, has gone from 13-14 miles 
per gallon to 15-16 this year. Hog

Chevrolets are about 15% better 
in gasoline consumption, at 
around 18 miles a gallon. Got- 
fredson's Greiner sees miles a 
gallon at a bit over 20 this year, 
up from the 17-18 range. 


Dean said there is some talk in 


the industry of going back to less 
expensive tires on some less 
expensive models and that will 
mean poorer mileage. 
How close is the industry to a 


maintenance-free engine? 
“Not even close,” Hall says. 


Dean says that without 


maintenance, a car owner might 
be lucky to go two years or 30,- 
000 miles, but that the car would 
suffer and so would the owner 
with ultimate repair bills. 


With maintenance and luck, 


the new engines can go 80,000- 
90.000 miles, Hall says. 
Instead of miracles in 


maintenance, Dean talks of “a 
little better mileage and a little 
less maintenance.” 
Manufacturers are forecasting 


some healthy dollar savings 
however. George F. Butts, vice 
president of development for 
Chrysler, predicted an average 
$265 a year savings for 1975 


models over 1974 and Chevrolet 
has been advertising annual 
savings of over $300 in fuel con­ 
sumption and maintenance. 
Even if only half true, those 


figures indicate some easing of 
the car operating cost crunch, 
which has now risen to an 
average 24c a mile, according to 
a survey conducted for Hertz Car 
Leasing.

Chicago - Elliott M. (Pete) 


Estes, at 59 the president of 
America's largest auto maker, 
General Motors, where he's 
worked his way up the ladder 
since joining the corporation 41 
years ago, was worried. 


Murphy was at the podium in 


Chicago at an auto show, talking 
about how GM will trim the sizes 
of its future cars, making them, 
he said, more suited "to an 
energy-short world." 


Murphy, very much at ease 


but coming down hard on the 
need for more efficient autos, 
was saying, "We'll be taking 
weight out of our cars, trimming 
down the outside dimensions, 
keeping inside dimensions about 
as roomy, increasing efficiency 
— and therefore fuel economy — 
through 
our 
engines, 


transmissions, drivelines . . . " 


He called it the most com- 


prehensive program of its kind 
in the auto industry's history. 


Estes knew what was behind 


the words, knew what the new 
generation of GM vehicles will 
look like, and suddenly he 
turned to a reporter and said, 
"It's a gamble, sure it is. It's a 
question mark as to whether 
people who've bought such large 
cars from us for years will go for 
the smaller ones." 


Estes was a member of the C. 


F. "Boss" Kettering team that 
introduced the industry's first 
high-compression engine in 1947, 
who headed Pontiac and 
Chevrolet and now GM. 


\i 59 years of age, Pete Estes 


is facing a new automotive world 
with cars he's not quite sure will 


sell the way GM wants them to 
... a world where consumers 
must settle for less performance 
to get fuel economy ... where 
cars won't be nearly as exciting 
... where E. M. Estes will deal 
with circumstances never en- 
countered by any president in 
General Motors' history. 


Estes, shaking his head, 


wasn't satisfied. "People might 
hold onto their large cars 
because they won't like what 
we'll be offering," he said. 


"So many people," Estes said, 


"have bought large cars for 
years. You people in the news 
business keep criticizing us for 
building them. Well, we've built 
what the public wanted." 


GM in fact did build a good 


number of small models in the 
1960s — one of which was the 
Chevy Corvair, a car that was 
small, nimble and economical. It 
died because people just stopped 
buying it, not because Ralph 
Nader rapped it. 


About a week later, Estes gave 


a speech in Detroit. He said: 
"There's one bill in Congress 
now that would require cars to 
get at least 28 miles to the gallon 
of gas. There's no question — we 
can build cars like that all right. 
Given current technology, they'd 
have to be small — considerably 
smaller 
than our current 


smallest models. 


"The question is then: will 


people buy such cars — at least 
in significant enough numbers? 
If they don't, workers will lose 
jobs, stockholders will lose 
dividends, and the entire nation 
will lose the significant contribu- 
tion to energy conservation that 
our industry is dedicated to 
making."

Chicago — Elliott M. (Pete) 
Estes, at 59 the president of 
America's largest auto maker, 
General Motors, where he’s 
worked his way up the ladder 
since joining the corporation 41 
years ago, was worried. 
Murphy was at the podium in 
Chicago at an auto show, talking 
about how GM will trim the sizes 
of its future cars, making them, 
he said, more suited “to an 
energy-short world.’’ 


Murphy, very much at ease 
but coming down hard on the 
need for more efficient autos, 
was saying, “ We’ll be taking 
weight out of our cars, trimming 
down the outside dimensions, 
keeping inside dimensions about 
as roomy, increasing efficiency 
— and therefore fuel economy — 
through 
our 
engines, 
transmissions, drivelines . . . ” 


He called it the most com­ 
prehensive program of its kind 
in the auto industry’s history. 
Estes knew what was behind 
the words, knew what the new 
generation of GM vehicles will 
look like, and suddenly he 
turned to a reporter and said, 
“ It's a gamble, sure it is. It's a 
question mark as to whether 
people who've bought such large 
cars from us for years will go for 
the smaller ones.’’ 
Estes was a member of the C. 
F. “ Boss” Kettering team that 
introduced the industry's first 
high-compression engine in 1947, 
who headed Pontiac and 
Chevrolet and now GM. 
At 59 years of age, Pete Estes 
is facing a new automotive world 
with cars he's not quite sure will 


sell the way GM wants them to 
. . . a world where consumers 
must settle for less performance 
to get fuel economy . . . where 
cars won't be nearly as exciting 
. . . where E. M. Estes will deal 
with circumstances never en­ 
countered by any president in 
General Motors’ history. 


Estes, shaking his head, 


wasn’t satisfied. “People might 
hold onto their large cars 
because they won’t like what 
we’ll be offering,” he said. 


“So many people,” Estes said, 
“ have bought large cars for 
years. You people in the news 
business keep criticizing us for 
building them. Well, we’ve built 
what the public wanted.” 
GM in fact did build a good 
number of small models in the 
1960s — one of which was the 
Chevy Corvair, a car that was 
small, nimble and economical. It 
died because people just stopped 
buying it, not because Ralph 
Nader rapped it. 
About a week later, Estes gave 
a speech in Detroit. He said: 
“There's one bill in Congress 
now that would require, cars to 
get at least 28 miles to the gallon 
of gas. There’s no question — we 
can build cars like that all right. 
Given current technology, they’d 
have to be small — considerably 
smaller than our current 
smallest models. 
“ The question is then: will 
people buy such cars — at least 
in significant enough numbers? 
If they don’t, workers will lose 
jobs, stockholders will lose 
dividends, and the entire nation 
will lose the significant contribu­ 
tion to energy conservation that 
our industry is dedicated to 
making.”

sorbers and a tuneup if 
necessary. 


"Sure you can get by without a 


checkup," Smith said. "But the 
car may let you down when you 
need it the most." 


Busboom, meanwhile, recited

Planning, Busboom said, is 


particularly important for 
foreign car owners. Volkswagon 
service isn't too hard to find, but 
other foreign car owners "could 
be hard pressed for parts." 


The American Automobile 


Assn. (AAA) urges each 
automobile traveler to be sure 
he has packed a wheel jack, iug

"You're always vulnerable 


when you're in strange 
territory," Busboom warned.

But for major troubles, Vickers 
advised motorists to get off the 
interstates and into nearby 
towns. 


He also urged drivers to obtain 


estimates before asking a station 
or garage to go ahead with any 
work. "Have prices in mind," he 
said. 


On the other hand, Busboom 


said travelers "constantly should 
be aware that there are an awful 
lot of honest people in the in- 
dustry who will work overtime 
to help a tourist get back on the 
road." 


Chuck Bosselman, manager of 


Bosselman's Truck Plaza near 
Grand Island, explained that in- 
terstate truck stops are geared 
for light car repairs, like tire 
trouble and service problems. 


"But if the car's motor goes 


out," he said, "we highly recom- 
mend a franchise dealer." In 
fact, Bosselman's makes a prac- 
tice of referring motorists to in- 
town service stations and car 
dealers, as well as nearby service 
stations on the interstate. 


"If we can't fix it, we'll get 


somebody who can," Bosselman 
organized Nebraska Truck Stop 
Assn. 


Bosselman, who own truck 


stops in Grand Island, Big 
Springs and Des Moines along 
with eight service stations in sur- 
rounding towns, belongs to the 
association which was formed 
about two years ago to upgrade 
and organize truck stops in 
Nebraska.

Older Car Buyers Advised to Beware 


If high car prices are driving 


you into the older car market for 
the first time, there are some 
things you should be aware of 
that "previously owned" auto 
aficionados have known for 
years. 


Auto theft is booming in some 


areas, and when people are 
looking for "good deals" in used 
cars, professional auto thieves 
are never far away. 


Michael J. Murphy, president 


of the National Automobile 
Theft Bureau (NATB), offers a 
few simple auto theft investiga- 
tion techniques that can help the 
average consumer reduce his 
chances of being duped. 


—Know the seller. When 


possible, buy your used car from 
a reputable dealer. If a dealer 
has also been duped into buying 
a stolen vehicle and innocently 
sells it to you, chances are his 
bond or insurance policy will 
cover both his loss and yours. 


A common practice is for the 


dealer to purchase the true title 
ol the vehicle after it is known to 
be stolen. He will then give the 
title to you without charge. 


If you are buying from a 


private individual, it is even 
more important that you know 
something about him. Be 
cautious of a seller with no fixed 
address or employment. Ask the 
seller about past financing and 
insurance on the car, then check 
with the bank, finance company 
or insurance company to verify 
the information. 


—Check the vehicle identifica- 


tion number (VIM). This is a un- 
ique number assigned to each 
vehicle by the manufacturer and 
registered with authorities 
Derivatives of the VIN are found 


on the engine, transmission and 
other parts of the vehicle. 


On most cars built since 1969, 


the VIN is embossed on a metal 
plate located atop the driver's 
dash section and is visible from 
the outside at the bottom on the 
windshield. 


To check the VIN yourself, see 


that the plate is made of metal 
and matches or coordinates with 
the interior color scheme of the 
vehicle. A red VIN plate in a 
green interior, for instance, 
might be suspicious. 


Touch the VIN plate. If it is 


loose, tampering is very likely. 
Auto thieves usually remove or 
replace the VIN plate with one 
from a wrecked vehicle of like 
make, model and year. 


If you have any doubts about 


the VIN's authenticity, take the 
car to a new car dealer who 
handles the same make vehicle 
and ask him to check it out. If 
there is no local dealer, go to the 
local police or highway patrol 
station. 


—Check the paint and interior. 


A freshly painted vehicle, par- 
ticularly a late model, may in- 
dicate cover-up work by auto 
thieves. Also, most interiors 
either match or coordinate with 
exterior colors. 


One good way to check the 


original paint color is to look at 
,the paint inside door openings 
and the trunk molding lip. 


In looking over the interior 


and exterior of the vehicle, 
notice if wear and tear are 
realistic for the indicated 
odometer mileage. A low 
mileage car with badly worn 
seats and carpets, for instance, is 
a good sign of something amiss. 


-Check the inspection sticker 


and license tag. These should be 
current and issued by the same 
state. There may also be other 
information on the sticker which 
must correspond to that vehicle, 
such as VIN number, body style, 
make, model and year of the car. 


-Check the keys and locks. Be 


sure you get at least one set of 
the original manufacturer's 
keys, not a replacement set. 
Many manufactures give two 
sets of original keys, but you 
should ask for all sets. Make sure 
they match and work in the 
proper places. 


Lock cylinders are often 


pulled and replaced by auto 
thieves. The cylinders should not 
be loose or off-center, and 
should not move when a key is 
inserted and turned. Check for 
scratches that may indicate 
tampering. 


—Check stickers, personal 


documents and personal effects. 


In many cases, a thief will say 
where a car has been, when and 
where it was purchased, where it 
was serviced and other things 
about its history. Any letters, 
maps and other personal items 
left in the glove box, trunk (par- 
ticularly side wells), under floor 
mats, seats and over sun visors 
may refute his story. 


Lubrication stickers, parking 


stickers and the like can also 
contradict an auto thief's story. 


—Don't be afraid to ask 


questions. A legitimate seller 
will always cooperate with you 
in verifying facts. 


—Complete all paperwork at 


the time of sale. Never pay for or 
accept a used car with a promise 
that title and registration papers 
will be delivered later. Most 
states require automobile title 
and tag registration transfers to 
be notarized and recorded with 
proper authorities. A bill of sale 
may not be enough to protect 
vou.

—Check the key s and lo cks. Be 
su re y ou get at least one set of 
the original m anu factu rer's 
key s, not a replacement set. 
Many manu factu res giv e two 
sets of original key s, bu t y ou 
shou ld ask for all sets. Make su re 
they match and work in the 
proper places. 


Lock cy linders are often 
pu lled and replaced by au to 
thiev es. The cy linders shou ld not 
be loose or off-center, and 
shou ld not mov e when a key is 
inserted and tu rned. Check for 
scratches that may indicate 
tampering. 


—Check stickers, personal 
docu ments and personal effects. 


In many cases, a thief will say 
where a car has been, when and 


where it was pu rchased, where it 
was serv iced and other things 
abou t its history . Any letters, 
maps and other personal items 
left in the glov e box , tru nk (par­ 
ticu larly side wells), u nder floor 
mats, seats and ov er su n v isors 
may refu te his story . 


Lu brication stickers, parking 
stickers and the like can also 
contradict an au to thief's story . 
—Do n’t be afraid to ask 
questio ns. A legitimate seller 
will alway s cooperate with y ou 
in v erify ing facts. 


—Co mplete all paperwo rk at 
the time o f sale. Nev er pay for o r 
accept a u sed car with a pro mise 
that title and registration papers 
will be deliv ered later. Most 
states requ ire au tomobile title 
and tag registration transfers to 
be notarized and recorded with 
proper au thorities. A bill of sale 
may not be enou gh to protect 
v ou .

Even though Detroit's un- 


inspired "advanced" thinking 
has plunged it into a desperate 
situation, the federal govern- 
ment has much to do with the in- 
creased costs of cars. The 
government went wild in es- 
tablishing safety and pollution- 
control regulations which 
resulted in costly, ill-conceived 
items being added to autos. 


This isn't to say that a few 


such models won't pop up 
between now and then. For in- 
stance. American Motors Corp.'s 
new. small Pacer model is ahead 
of its time, although it lacks the 
small rotary engine that would 
make it an extremely well- 
rounded car. 


Nobody is enjoying the pains 


that Motown is suffering. For- 
tunately, they are birthpams that 
have been an awful long time 
coming.

the carburetor, adjust the valves, 
and check the points, spark 
plugs, timing and wheel spokes. 


Cost for a complete tune-up 


will vary but will run ap- 
proximately $18 for a one- 
cylinder bike, $22 for a 2- 
cylinder one and $30 for a four- 
cylinder machine, he said. 


Agreeing with Sloan's state- 


ment that most cycle owners 
have their vehicles serviced in a 
shop, a spokesman for Joshua 
Motor Sports said Yamaha is 
offering, through its dealers, a 
23-item spring tune-up at 20% 
off. 


If your motorcycle doesn't

If you left your motorcycle

If you 
didn't the battery probably is ^ 
frozen and you will need a new 
one. 


If the battery is simply dis- 


charged, you can recharge it 
yourself, provided you have a 
low amperage charger.

"You shouldn't'start it up and

Sloan and Jahde agree that the 


owner's manual is the best 


source of information for 
general 
do-it-yourself 


maintenance, although service 
manuals are available for those 
who really want to tear into their 
engines. 


Extensive work requires 


special tools, the most expensive 


of which is a timing light which 
costs around $30 to $40, Sloan 
said, adding that you can get a 
bike timed at a shop for $2.50. 


The average rider puts about 


1,500 miles on his bike, a year, 
Sloan said, so one tune-up a year 
usually is sufficient.

A check of the files showed that some stories 
Borros Enjoys 
Racing Duties

Grand Island — Tom Borros just can't stay away from the 


races. 


"I'm getting married in June, but we can't take our honey- 


moon until after Atokad (the race track in South Sioux City) 
closes in November," said the mutuel manager here at Fonner 
Park "Then we'll take our honeymoon in Florida." 


There's a reason for that. Borros is assistant manager of 


Florida Downs in Oldsmar which operates a January-March 
horse racing season. 


But it's nothing new for Borros, who has spent the last 22 


years working in the mutuel departments of 26 race tracks. 


It began when he left the Army in 1955 after a tour of duty 


in Korea Starting with, selling mutuel tickets at River Downs in 
Cincinnati, he sold tickets at tfeeneland, Churchill Downs and 
Oaklawn Park. In 1957, he began working in the calculating 
room. 


His first year in Nebraska was 1961 when he worked at Ak- 


Sar-Ben in Omaha. He began as assistant mutuel manager at the 
outstate Nebraska tracks in 1965. 


"I've learned everything I know about running the mutuels 


from Peck Jones. He really knows his business," Borros said of 
the man who has served as the mutuels manager for several 
years at Nebraska race tracks. Jones is in Florida bypassing this 
Fonner meet as his wife is recuperating from surgery. 


Jones will assume his position as mutuel manager when Ak- 


Sar-Ben opens its 56-day meet on April 29. Borros will be his 
assistant 


At Fonner, Borros supervises about 85 cashiers and 115 


sellers on Saturdays while the number decreases during the 
week. For comparison. Ak-Sar-Ben hires 140 cashiers, 179 
sellers and 66 e.xacta sellers for a total of 245 mutuel workers. 


"Peck and I hire the people at Omaha." he said "Most of 


the people we hire are recommended to us and they're basically 
good workers." he said. "Once in a while we have problems, but 
we gne them instructions before they start working. 


"We have a little school the day before the races start and 


show them what to do," he said "We show the sellers how to 
punch tickets, how to operate the machines and we show the 
cashiers what to watch for when cashing tickets. It's sort of a 
trial run " 


Although the mutuel rooms in the five Nebraska tracks are 


basitdlk the same, there is one major difference, he said. 


Fonner and Ak-Sar-Ben employ a Duplex Tote machine 


while the other three tracks (Lincoln. Columbus and Atokad) 
have a less sophisticated model 


That will change since Lincoln's new plant will accom- 


modate the all-computerized model such as Fonner and Ak-Sar- 
Ben use. 


Borros scoffs at the notion that Fonner is in the "bush 


leagues" of horse racing. 


"When you're talking about doing $545.000 to $573.000 on 


Saturdays (in mutuel handle) that's not the bush leagues," he 
said "That's a fantastic figure for an operation of this size I'm 
sure we're capable of doing $600,000 this year, although it will 
take longer to get all the tickets cashed 


"This place has really grown in the last 10 years," he noted 


of Fonner's constant rising mutuel handle figures 


One major reason for that increase has been the installation 


of e.xacta wagering in Nebraska. Fonner has had three exaetas 
(where bettors must pick the first and second horses in order) 
for the past few years.- 


"Gimmick wagering certainly has helped boost the handle 


in Nebraska, although there are some tracks (most noteably 
Oaklawn in Hot Springs, Ark) where they don't have gimmick 
betting except for a daily double," he said. 


Borros, who has also worked pari-mutuel operations in 


Florida dog tracks and jai-a-lai. frontons, said there is no 
difference in those mutuel rooms and those in horse racing 
plants. 


"If you know the pari-mutuel setup in horses you know it in 


the others," he said. 


That's one field where Tom Borros certainly is qualified.

Grand Island — Tom Borros ju st can’t stay away from the 
races. 


I m getting married in Ju ne, bu t we can’t take ou r honey ­ 
moon u ntil after Atokad (the race track in Sou th Siou x City ) 
closes in Nov ember, ” said the mu tu el manager here at Fonner 
Park "Then we'll take ou r honey moon in Florida.” 
There's a reason for that. Borros is assistant manager of 
Florida Downs in Oldsmar which op erates a Janu ary -March 
horse racing season. 
Bu t it's nothing new for Borros, who has sp ent the last 22 
y ears working in the mu tu el dep artments of 26 race tracks. 
It began when he left the Army in 1955 after a tou r of du ty 
in Korea. Starting witlj,selling mu tu el tickets at Riv er Downs in 
Cincinnati, he sold tickets at Keeneland, Chu rchill Downs and 
Oaklawn Park. In 1957 , he began working in the calcu lating 
room. 
His first y ear in Nebraska was 1961 when he worked at Ak- 
Sar-Ben in Omaha. He began as assistant mu tu el manager at the 
ou tstate Nebraska tracks in 1965. 
“ I'v e learned ev ery thing I know abou t ru nning the mu tu els 
from Peck Jones. He really knows his bu siness,” Borros said of 
the man who has serv ed as the mu tu els manager for sev eral 
y ears at Nebraska race tracks. Jones is in Florida by p assing this 
Fonner meet as his wife is recu p erating from su rgery . 
Jones will assu me his p osition as mu tu el manager when Ak- 
Sar-Ben op ens its 56-day meet on Ap ril 29. Borros will be his 
assistant. 
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At Fonner, Borros su p erv ises abou t 85 cashiers and 115 
sellers on Satu rday s while the nu mber decreases du ring the 
week. For comp arison. Ak-Sar-Ben hires 140 cashiers, 17 9 
sellers and 66 ex acta sellers for a total of 245 mu tu el workers. 
"Peck and I hire the p eop le at Omaha,” he said. “Most of 
the p eop le we hire are recommended to u s and they ’re basically 
good workers,’’ he said. “Once in a while we hav e p roblems, bu t 
we giv e them instru ctions before they start working. 


“We hav e a little school the day before the races start and 
show them what to do. ” he said. "We show the sellers how to 
p u nch tickets, how to op erate the machines and we show the 
cashiers what to watch for when cashing tickets. It’s sort of a 
trial ru n.” 
Althou gh the mu tu el rooms in the fiv e Nebraska tracks are 
basically the same, there is one major difference, he said. 
Fonner and Ak-Sar-Ben emp loy a Du p lex Tote machine 
while the other three tracks (Lincoln. Colu mbu s and Atokad) 
hav e a less sop histicated model. 


That will change since Lincoln's new p lant will accom­ 
modate the all-comp u terized model su ch as Fonner and Ak-Sar- 
Ben u se. 
Borros scoffs at the notion that Fonner is in the “bu sh 
leagu es” of horse racing. 


“When y ou 're talking abou t doing $545.000 to $57 3.000 on 
Satu rday s (in mu tu el handle) that's not the bu sh leagu es,” he 
said. “That's a fantastic figu re for an op eration of this size. I'm 
su re we re cap able of doing $600.000 this y ear, althou gh it will 
take longer to get all the tickets cashed. 
“This p lace has really grown in the last 10 y ears,” he noted 
of Fonner's constant rising mu tu el handle figu res. 
One major reason for that increase has been the installation 
of ex acta wagering in Nebraska. Fonner has had three ex actas 
(where bettors mu st p ick the first and second horses in order) 
for the p ast few y ears.- 
“Gimmick wagering certainly has help ed boost the handle 
in Nebraska, althou gh there are some tracks (most noteably 
Oaklawn in Hot Sp rings. Ark.) where they don’t hav e gimmick 
betting ex cep t for a daily dou ble," he said.

Commissioner Pete Rozelle 
said he thou ght the most imp or­ 
tant ru le change cov ers the situ a­ 
tion of a fou rth-down p ass inside 
an op p onent’s 20-y ard line. 
In the p ast, an incomp lete p ass 
into the end zone wou ld retu rn 
the ball to the 20 with the defen­ 
siv e team taking ov er. 


For 197 5, and su bseq u ent 
y ears, the ball will be retu rned 
to the line of scrim m age, 
whether it be the one. two or 19. 
Owner George Halas, of the 
Chicago Bears commented in an 
aside that the p rev iou s ru le had 
been in effect for half a centu ry .

Good Reading, Field Aids 


When I get tired of puncturing my fingers with fish hooks 


while rearranging my tackle box, I try to turn to a book or two 
until the sores heal themselves. 


As always, a host of good outdoor reading is available but 


some works are more "helpful" than others when it boils down 
to improving yourself in the silds. 


The first such guide crossing the desk of late is Olaus J. 


Mune's second edition of "A Field Guide to Animal Tracks." 
Houghton Mifflin Company publishers. Another, professional 
tracker couldn't have done better telling it all about animal 
tracks. 


As one of the Peterson Field Guide Series, the paper or 


cloth backed Animal Tracks Guide illustrates tracks and wildlife 
signs to look for from the Arctic to Central America. 


It has a handy starting point, "Key to Tracks" with a 


general distribution of areas the animals and tracks are likely to 
be found. The key lists hoof, paw and claw types for the bear 
family, raccoon and ringtail families, weasels, dogs, cats, 
rodents, rabbits and the hoofed animals. Each has a general size 
listed and reference to more detailed information listed later in 
the book. 


If you're like most outdoorsmen, you'll spot'a track you 


think might know 'but not be quite sure of while in the field. 
Here's your chance to be sure. The Field Guide is small enough 
to make carrying around convenient, or at least no further away 
than the glove compartment of the car. 


Animal tracking is part of outdoor living in my book so the 


Kield Guide to Animal Tracks fits right in.

Ho u ghto n Mifflin Co mp an y p u blishers. An o ther p ro fessio n al 
tracker co u ldn ’t hav e do n e better tellin g it all abo u t an imal 
tracks. 


As o n e o f the Peterso n Field Gu ide Series, the p ap er o r 
clo th hacked An imal Tracks Gu ide illu strates tracks an d wildlife 
sign s to lo o k fo r fro m the Arctic to Cen tral America. 


It has a han dy startin g p o in t, “Key to Tracks” with a 
gen eral distribu tio n o f areas the an imals an d tracks are likely to 
be fo u n d. The key lists ho o f, p aw an d claw ty p es fo r the bear 
family , racco o n an d rin gtail families, weasels, do gs, cats, 
ro den ts, rabbits an d the ho o fed an imals. Each has a gen eral size 
listed an d referen ce to mo re detailed in fo rmatio n listed later in 
the bo o k. 


If y o u 're like mo st o u tdo o rsmen . y o u 'll sp o t a track y o u 
thin k might kn o w‘bu t n o t be q u ite su re o f while in the field. 
Here’s y o u r chan ce to be sUre. The Field Gu ide is small en o u gh 
to make carry in g aro u n d co n v en ien t, o r at least n o fu rther away 
than the glo v e co mp artmen t o f the car.

who sell beets to the company. 


The suit sought a total of $246 


million in damages and back 
payments.

net return realized on the sugar 
crop, instead of the 40% figure 
used by the company. The 
growers had asked that the 
payments be based oh a 857o 
figure. 


Downturn 
Continues 
In Market 


NEW YORK (AP) - Wall 


Street's current downturn, 
fueled by profit taking and new 
signs of economic weakness, 
moved into its second day 
Wednesday as prices dropped 
across a broad front in active 
trading. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials, down over 13 points 
midway through the session, 
closed down 9.93 at 769.48, the 
sharpest one-day decline since 
Feb. 25 when the index fell over 
17 points. 


Volume on the New York 


Stock Exchange fell to 19.03 
million shares, the lowest in a 
week, and declining issues 
swamped advances 1,008 to 395 
among the 1,798 issues traded. 


The Standard and Poor's 500- 


stock index dropped .79 to 84.34 
while the Big Board's own com- 
posite index dipped .41 to 44.69. 


"The market has now reached 


an area where there is a larger 
supply of shares. More and more 
people are thinking that the rally 
has gone about long and far 
enough," said Lucien Hooper of 
Thompson & McKinnon 
Auchincloss kohlmeyer. 


Prior to Tuesday's session, 


when the Dow lost 7.12, the in- 
dex had risen 208 points in three 
months with hardly a significant 
correction. 


"Prices are bending under the 


weight of financial and political 
problems," said Robert Stovall 
of Reynolds Securities. 


The problems, which Stovall 


said were being used as an ex- 
cuse for profit taking, included 
the continued weak housing 
market, the devaluation of the 
dollar overseas, political uncer- 
tainties in Southeast Asia, and 
government reports Wednesday 
showing a large balance of pay- 
ments deficit in the final three 
months of 1974.

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Growers Win 
Partial Victory 
In Sugar Suit 
Denver (AP) — Sugar belt 
growers won a partial victory in 
their federal court battle against 
Great Western United Corp. 
Tuesday. 
U.S. District Court Judge Fred 
Winner ruled that the initial pay­ 
ment to growers should have 
averaged $51.02 instead of the 
$26.25 paid by the company last 
December. 
But Winner did not rule on the 
growers’ request for damages 
and attorneys’ fees. He set a 
hearing for March 24,.on that 
issue. 
The class action lawsuit was 
filed bv William A. Davis of 
Goodland, Kan., on behalf of 
himself and 4.000 other growers 
who sell beets to the company. 
The suit sought a total of $246 
million in damages and back 
payments. 
Winner ruled the growers 
should have received 70% of the 
net return realized on the sugar 
crop, instead of the 40% figure 
used by the company. The 
growers had asked that the 
payments be based on a 85% 
figure. 


Downturn 
Continues 
In Market 
NEW YORK (AP) - Wall 
Street’s 
current 
downturn, 
fueled by profit taking and new 
signs of economic weakness, 
moved into its second day 
Wednesday as prices dropped 
across a broad front in active 
trading. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials, down over 13 points 
midway through the session, 
closed down 9.93 at 769.48, the 
sharpest one-day decline since 
Feb. 25 when the index fell over 
17 points. 
Volume on the New York 
Stock Exchange fell to 19.03 
million shares, the lowest in a 
week, and declining issues 
swamped advances 1,008 to 395 
among the 1,798 issues traded. 


The Standard and Poor’s 500- 
stock index dropped .79 to 84.34 
while the Big Board’s own com­ 
posite index dipped .41 to 44.69. 


“The market has now reached 
an area where there is a larger 
supply of shares. More and more 
people are thinking that the rally 
has gone about long and far 
enough,’’ said Lucien Hooper of 
Thompson & McKinnon 
Auchincloss kohlmeyer. 


Prior to Tuesday’s session, 
when the Dow lost 7.12, the in­ 
dex had risen 208 points in three 
months with hardly a significant 
correction. 


“ Prices are bending under the 
weight of financial and political 
problems,” said Robert Stovall 
of Reynolds Securities. 


The problems, which Stovall 
said were being used as an ex­ 
cuse for profit taking, included 
the continued weak housing 
market, the devaluation of the 
dollar overseas, political uncer­ 
tainties in Southeast Asia, and 
government reports Wednesday 
showing a large balance of pay­ 
ments deficit in the final three 
months of 1974.
